making counterfeit money. 

Ulifford Schroeter, cousin of 
Jeess Schroeter, aDd who is in 
bssiness here ah a photographer 
was arrested at Penderson, Ky., 
Thursday afternoon, and it is 
claimed he fa the one who made 
the counterfeit money. At the 
same time Odie Smithson, of 
Roclcport, Ky., was arrested, 
chargtd with passing the money 
which Schroeter ia alleged to 
have given him for the purpose 
of DaesiL’f. 

When arrested at Henderson, 
Schroeter is alleged to have made 
a clean breast of tbe whole mat 
ter, but it does not appear that 
Jease Schroeter had anything to 
do with tbe counterfeiting. Both 
Scbroeters are now under indict¬ 
ment in tbe McLean Circuit 
Court, charged with tbe killing 
of a negro slain by a mob at Li¬ 
vermore, Kv., a few months ago
